from living Examples: There is a gradual Pro- 


greſſion to ever y Perfection, and that Mind muſt 


deviate, whoſe every onward Step is not diligent- 
ly attended to. Handel wou'd not have been 


much better than any common Organiſt, had not 
his delicate Ear been form'd to exquiſite Senſati · 
ons, by hearing ſkilful Maſters execute with

The Davalcatls 51 Proceſſion began at eight 
in the Morning, three Miles from the City, where : 


he was met by the Head of the Inquiſition, the 
Commander of the Fort, and the fd Magiſtrate, 
who, with their Followers, advanced regularly in 
three: different Bodies to a Barrier, where the Duke 


_ waited for them. The firſt Band was led by the 
Head of the Inquiſition; on a white Steed with a 
red Capariſon, and red Trappings of a Kind of

in ſauntring, gaping, yawning, ſcratching, ſtretch- 
ing, louſing, yelping, whiffing, ſcuffling, hum-

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ed and heated ? If fo, all noxious Beaſts and poi- 
ſonous Vermin have arrived at that Happineſs. 

Thoſe Princes who follow this Syſtem are Sta- 
tues of Moloch, in whoſe devouring Fires, the 
Children of innumerable weeping Mothers are 

daily facrificed, Whole Countries have been 
laid waſte, and Millions have had their Throats 
cut, to gain one Man the Appellation, or Sir- 
name of Conqueror, Great, Lion's-Heart, &c. 
yet if we look into the Pictures and Medals of 
them, we ſhall find the Face of the one reſem- 
ble a batter'd Bully, well trounced at May-farr ; 
a ſecond with ſcarce diſtinguiſhable Features, no 
more ſignificant than thoſe of a diſcarded Foot- 
man, or a baffled Pickpocket ; and a third with 
a Countenance, whoſe Lineaments diſplay the 
Simplicity of an Andaluſian Mutton. This Trade 
of Slaughter is grounded on the moſt whimſical 
Principles; to keep the Field of Battle, is the 
higheſt Point of Honour, and to be purchaſed 
by all the Violence of Rage and Fury. A few 
Wretches, as ſhatter'd and mangled as Diepbo- 
bus, © whoſe torn Limbs are not able to ſupport . 
them for Flight, remaining till alive, and form- 
ing any kind of Body, after the Enemy has per- 
haps thought it prudent to retire for Conveni- 
ence, over the next River or Moraſſe, reflect a 
Glory on their Nation, perhaps a thouſand Miles 
diſtant, far more than an Equivalent to all the 
Loſs they can ſuſtain by the Deſtruction of thir- 
ty thouſand Men, the Flower and natural Sup- 
port of their Country. As the Original of thoſe 
Emotions, which engage Princes to drive their 
Slaves into Pounds, to murder one another, is 
generally of the moſt trifling Nature, ſo the

nds on the ſlighteſt Accidents. Nothing can 
© ſo precarious as either Succeſs or Security z 
the greateſt Victory that ever Hannibal obtained, 
gained him no more real Advantage than if he 

ad only ſeized one drunken Centinel in an ad- 
vanced Poſt; and what Degree of Safety or 
Hope may be founded on Multitudes, may be 
— the Defeat of Xerxes at Thermopylæ, 
and the Conduct of Cavalier, with a Hand ful 


of Banditti, againſt regular Troops, and a large 


ſtanding Army with a Marſhal of France at their 


Head. | 
Every Scare- crow, once enrolled under Co- 


lours or Standard, is from that Moment dubb'd 
aà Righter of Wrongs, and thinks his Carcaſs to 

be Pilar formed for the Defence of his Coun- 
try, Which indeed he doth as effectually ſupport, 
as Wolves, Cats, Foxes, Dogs, and other filthy 
Animals, add to the Honour, Dignity and 


Splendor of Peerage; Fire and Sulphur kindle 


in every Word they utter, and their Heads are 


Boxes of Grape-ſhot, Grenadoes and Stink- pots, 


of which they are at Frag Moment ready ro dif- 
charge a Volley in your Face. 


Of all the different Kinds of Mad-inen, "theſs |

Length of many Centuries. There is no Fol- 
ly that Military Extravagance does not commit, 


either in public or in private Life; and all is 


well, if it be done with a martial Air.

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Ship bound to Rochelle, where my Captain was 
gone; but added, that in a few Days he ſhould 

be obliged to depart for Saragaſa, for that he 
had received an Order from his General to that 
Purpoſe. No Opportunity offered during his 

| ſtay in Town; he departed in four Days, and left 
me to my own Inventions. Of the few Ships 
1 left in the Harbour, after their long Confinement, 
there was but one deſigned. for any Port in 

France; this Ship happened to be bound for Ro- 

belle, and the Maſter having gone up the Coun- 

try, upon ſome Afﬀairs relating to his Cargo, 

could not fail off with the reſt. I ſauntered about 

1 for a Day or two, and at laſt, quite tired of eve-

In the : midſt of this 
Scuffle, in which I was the il-treated Patient, 
came up a genteel, well-looking Man, who, by 

the Reſpect they ſhew'd him, ſeemed to be their 


Maſter; he was the Owner of this Vineyard, and 


ba ip Poke-in fuch harſh Words, that I expected no- 


ing but Deſtruction. The Peaſants held me 
faſt by the Arms; I pleaded my Innocence in 
French; the Gentleman grew leſs angry, and 


more attentive, made Signs to them to go off; 


the Brutes obeyed, and left us together. He 
ſpoke in the French Language, and, ſmiling, 


"aſked me, by what Authority I had dared to 


enter His Encloſure, but taking me by the Hand, 


courteoufly defired me to come with him. I 
ſtill argued, that it was not Wantonneſs that 
made me commit this Trefpaſs. As we walked - 


-along, he afked me if I was born in France; 1 


anſwered in the Negative, and we fell into Diſ- 
courſe. He cut ſome Grapes, which he gave 


me; and as he found that I was a Foreigner, 
enquired what Errand had brought me to Spain, 
and where I had learned the French Tongue. I 
replied, that I had been bred in Paris in my

_ Chamber, and politely ſhewed me the Way into 
his Parlor, told me, there were ſeveral Mer- 
chants, Countrymen of mine, in the Town, who 
traded often to France; that he would uſe his 
Intereſt among them, and. procure me a Paſlage, 
in the firſt Veſſel that ſhould fail that Way. I 
mentioned the Engliſh Captain, whoſe Ship was 
ſtill in the Harbour, deſigned for Rochelle, and 
only waited his Return from the Country, to ſet 
off for that Place. He made Uſe of thoſe deli- 
cate and kind Expreſſions, which ſweeten the 
Bonds of Obligation, ard are a Grace and Beau- 
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ty where with good Breeding adorns the Motions 
of the Heart that can feel for others. He told 
me, he would ſet proper Perſons to watch the 
Return of the Captain, and, in the mean Time, 
requeſted me to accept of ſuch Entertainment as 
his Houſe could afford, I ſtayed with him ten 
Days, and received from him every humane 
Office, that flows from the Knowledge of all the 
Rules of Hoſpitality and Decency. The Cap» 
tain ſoon returned, and by that 4 ime was rea- 
dy for his Voyage. The good Gentleman, like 
the kind Houynbmn in Gulliver, conducted his 
Yahoe to the Shore, and ſhewing in his friendly 
Countenance, a Mixture of Pleaſure and Reluc- 
tance, put me into the Captain's Hands, with 
whom I went on boar- t.. 
We ſet fail about the Middle of September, 
with a fair Gale and ſerene Sky: I ſtood on the 
Steerage, and looking back on that Country of 
Afflictions, felt an Increaſe of Pleaſure. riſing in 
my Heart, as the diſagreeable Proſpect of this 
odious Place leſſened to my Sight. It is impoſ- 
ſible to entertain a favourable Nation of the 
Thing that offends us; Opinion is relative, and 
we are apt to ſtate the Meaſure of Good or 
Evil in many Things, according to the Propor- 
tion of Pain or Pleaſure which we receive from 
them. To repreſent a Nation in hateful Colours, 
becauſe I could find nothing ſatisfactory in that 
Part where ill Fortune had thrown me, would 
appear the Reſult of Spleen and Hatred, from 
Diſappointment; but ſure it may be allowed to 
| a general Idea of this ill- faſhion'd People, 
from the Remarks of ſome Men of ſhining Ta- 
lents, whoſe: Diſcernment is applauded by Mor 
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kind. 4 ſhall omit mentioning here what the 
great Doctor Aterbury told me ſome Years af- 
ter, in Reference to the Spaniards, as the Occa- 
fion on which he delivered his Thoughts con- 
cerning them, would oblige me to relate a very 
particular Incident, which I ſhall hereafter give 
nin its proper Place. The Author of the Per- 
fian Letters has witrily diſcovered, by many in- 
genious Strokes in his Writings, how deſpicable 
an Opinion he conceived of their Inſignificance.

could poffibly inflict; and from that Moment 
threw away all Thoughts of Fear, and baniſhed

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| rors of War, has ſeen the worſt, and ever after 
laughs at Danger. Thus armed with that firm 


Principle, which alone can ſtem the Flood of 
Doubts, and the Torrents of Oppoſition , with 


a ſettled Compoſure, and laying down a fixed 
Rule, to bear whatever Neceſſity and Fate ſhould 


offer; I at once put on a Reſolution to ſtand

'The Captain 700 was a e taceti- 


2 Man, brought me into his Cabbin, where he 
received me with a ſmiling Countenance; he 


was an agreeable young Man, extremely Civil, 
of an open Simplicity, ſeaſoned with natural 
Wit. On his Table lay, the \ Whole Duty of 
Man, and the Hiſtory of Don Quixote De la 
Mancha; the two beſt Books, except the Scrip-

-] opened them, and as he caſt his Eyes alternate- 
ly on them, could obſerve how differently they 
affected him. He looked upon that noble Per- 
ſormance, hoſe: truly inſtructive Leſſons, ex- 
plain the Reaſonableneſs and real Uſe of Chriſ- 
tian Duty, with a mild Aſpect full of Hope and 
Confidence: And, as Religion does by no Means 
exclude the Pleaſures of decent and innocent 
Mirth, turning his Face to the inimitable Car- 
vantes, his Viſage ſhewed a mixture of Spright- 
lineſs and Delight. An agreeable , Behaviour, 
which is the chief Ornament of the higheft

In 
the other, a frantic Coxcomb, running wild thro* 
all Extravagancies, and like too daring and ad- 
venturous a Highway-man, never at Reſt, till 
be is at laſt trapped in the fatal Nooſe.
